Eleven incumbent Beaver Coun 
ty officials seeking re-election ap­ 
parently won nomination in Tues­ 
day’s primaries as candidates at 
the general election in November, 
according to unofficial tabulations 
of the Board of Elections at Bea­ 
ver. 
Only the race for the Democrat­ 
ic nomination for register of wills 
remains in doubt. A complete but 
unofficial tabulation shows Clair L. 
Allison the apparent winner by 34 
votes. He pooled 8,386 to 8,352 for 
John A. Beatrice. 
The turnout exceeded 50 per cent 
of the total of 76,101 registered Re­ 
publicans and Democrats. T h e r e 
are 41,638 Republicans and 34,463 
Democrats. 
A turnout of between 25 and 30 
per cent of the qualified voters 
was expected. 
Judges Robert E. McCreary and 
Morgan H. Sohn of the Beaver 
County Court are certain of re­ 
election as they received the nom­ 
inations of both parties. 
Sohn polled 14,891 Republican 
and 9,347 Democratic votes in 114 
of the 118 districts, while McCreary 
was named on 14,622 Republican 
and 8,717 Democratic ballots. 
District Atty. Richard P. Stew­ 
ard, unopposed in his bid for re­ 
election on the Democratic ticket, 
r e c e i v e d 15,355 complimentary 
votes. 
His Republican opponent will be 
Richard A. McConnel, who won 
with 8,560 votes against 7.684 for 
John G. Good Jr. and Eugene T. 
Rumisek’s 2,580. 
John W. Hineman, Democrat, 
and Harold J. Howarth, Republi­ 
can, will be opponents sheriff to 
succeed Ray P. McKinney, w h o 
died several months ago. 
Hineman, with 6,418 votes, beat 
Frank Mason, 5,484, and Russell 
Meskow, 5,399. Howarth, unoppos­ 
ed, was given 17,471 token votes. 
The three incumbent commis­ 
sioners, William V. Kennedy and 
Sam M. McCune, Republicans, and 
George L. Werner, Democrat, won 
nominations easily. 
Kennedy and McCune had 15,048 
and 12,907 v o t e s , respectively, 
while Werner led nine Democratic 
aspirants with 6,649. Gordon Camp 
was named Werner’s runningmate 
on 5,673 ballots. 
Mary L. Gordon won the Repub­ 
lican nomination for treasurer with 
6,852 votes against Ray Eberle’s 
6,669 and 5,296 for Elizabeth Am­ 
brose. 
John L. Neely was unopposed for 
the Democratic nomination to suc­ 
ceed Howarth as treasurer.

Delay Called 
For Another 
‘Look-See’ 


Scarcity Of Serum 
Explained ; Word Due 
In Few Days On Plan 


WASHINGTON (JV-A new cloud 
of uncertainty hung over the anti­ 
polio inoculation program today 
with an unexplained announcement 
that there will not be any further 
releases of Salk vaccine for sev­ 
eral days. 
Supplies in the hands of health 
officers and physicians were grow­ 
ing increasingly scarce. 
Surgeon 
General 
Leonard 
A. 
Scheele said Wednesday night: 
“There will be no further an­ 
nouncement with respect to the 
release of poliomyelitis vaccine for 
the next several days. This should 
not be inferred as reflecting in 
any way on the vaccine cf the 
companies whose manufacturing 
and testing processes are under 
study.” 
Dr. Scheele provided no elabora­ 
tion. A public relations spokesman 
for the Public Health Service, 
which he heads, said the delay 
was ordered for “another look*see 
at this whole very confusing pic­ 
ture.” 
Still approved for use in 
the 
mass inoculation program is the 
relatively small portion still un­ 
used from the 7,850,000 cubic centi­ 
meters produced by two labora­ 
tories: Parke, Davis & Co. of De­ 
troit and Eli Lilly & Co., Indian­ 
apolis. 
Scheele, stressing he believes the 
vaccine to be safe and effective, 
recommended May 7 that mass 
inoculations be halted temporari­ 
ly pending a reappraisal of the 
methods of testing procedures of 
five manufacturers. 
This reappraisal was completed 
and new clearance given for the 
Parke, Davis product last Friday. 
Re-clearance was granted the Lilly 
vaccine Sunday. 
Then federal inspectors moved 
on to Wyeth, Inc., Marietta, Pa. 
They have now gone to Pitman- 
Moore Co., ZionviHe, Ind. Next on 
the list is Sharp & Dohme, Inc., 
Philadelphia, which has not yet 
shipped any vaccine. 
There was no explanation as to 
why there has been no clearance 
on more than 4Vi million cubic 
centimeters whose makers’ proto­ 
cols (scieitific reports on which the 
government 
bases 
its 
decision 
whether to clear batches of vaccine 
for use) are known to have been in 
the hands of the health service 
since May 4. No new batches have 
been cleared since then. One cubic 
centimeter is enough for one shot. 
The rechecks were ordered when 
some children who had been in­ 
oculated came down with polio. 
The number of such confirmed 
cases now stands at 77 out of 
more than five million inoculated. 
Five of these have been fatal. 
Officials have repeatedly said 
there have been no findings that 
the vaccine was responsible. 
The vaccine’s developer Dr. Jo­ 
nas E. Salk, of the University of 
Pittsburgh, said there Wednesday 
the postinjection cases are “purely 
coincidental.” He told the Alle­

MADRID — The drift of t h e 
peasant population to the big towns 
presents no problem for Spam, ac­ 
cording to the I a t e s t population 
figures. Spain’s agricultural prob­ 
lem still remains one of over-pop­ 
ulation of country areas. 
The figures showed that in 1930 
there were 5,000,000 inhabitants of 
provincial cities and 18,500,000 in 
the provinces outside of the big 
cities.

smaller 
places. 
Observers pointed out that while 
thousands of c o u n t r y dwellers 
have moved into Madrid and Bar­ 
celona, Spain has a very l a r g e 
population increase rate and the 
non-city figure has not been af­ 
fected. 
The general population increase 
is partly explained by the improve­ 
ment in Spain’s health as a na­ 
tion.

AMVA Gives Tips 
‘On Livestock Care 
CHICAGO — Spring cleanup on 
the farm isn’t complete until all 
livestock poisoning hazards have 
been removed, the American Vet­ 
erinary Medical Association warn­ 
ed farm ers. 
The AVMA listed these several 
ways in which animals m a y be 
poisoned on the average farm: 
1. Chemical weed-killers a o rn e- 
times cause changes in a plant 
which make the plant poisonous 
when eaten. 
2. Seed grain treated with ar­ 
senic or m e r c u r y compounds 
should not be fed to livestock. 
3. Lead poisoning, usually caus­ 
ed by animals licking fresh paint 
or discarded paint containers. This 
type of poisoning can be avoided 
by using non-lead paint or by care­ 
ful disposal of containers. 
4. Lead arsenate and other fruit 
tree spray material can a I s o be 
kept out of orchards while spray­ 
ing is in progress. 
5. The cleanup program will not 
be complete unless pieces of metal, 
nails and wire are removed from 
feedlots.

The Right To Know 
The Ohio Senate’s 3-to-l approval of a bill to 
ban closed meetings for public agencies in Ohio 
shows strong legislative support for the people’s 
right to know. The Senate bill, which now goes 
to the House for consideration, states only one 
exception — Juvenile Court. 


Even here, where newspapers are mindful of 
the injury that can be done by publication of 
names, there can be no proper exception to the 
rule that the people’s right to know is the basis 
of popular government and the highest privilege 
of popular sovereignty. 


Why are newspapers fighting to keep Ohio’s 
public affairs in view 


1. Information about public affairs is the stock 
in trade of the newspaper business. It is why 
freedom of the press was guaranteed in the 
1st Amendment to the U.S. Constitution — be­ 
cause the right to know is inalienable and be­ 
cause the right to tell the people what is going 
on is the foundation of newspaper enterprise in 
the United States. 
2. Newspapermen have special reason to know 
why public officials must be watched closely 
and continuously to keep them from going un­ 
derground. No one has more intimate acquaint­ 
ance with the reasons why some officials would 
prefer to work underground because no one 
watches all officials more closely than news­ 
papermen watch them. 
Ohio newspapers would like to ban all closed 
meetings of Ohio officials because they are tired 
of thinking up ways and means of telling their 
readers what went on behind closed doors; they 
always find out eventually. There can be no 
legitimate secrets from the American people, 
whose right to know is as inalienable as the 
newspapers’ right to print the information.

The local bank lent 
him a little and many people sent 
books, pamphlets, etc. 
The interesting thing about it is 
that having conceived 
the 
idea, 
just plain citizen Morse went ahead 
and the reason he went ahead was 
that he knew that many of the 
boys and girls who came to Ithaca 
were delicately and not too ob­ 
viously being given one side of the 
story on the virtues of Marxism, 
Socialism, Communism, etc. 
It cannot be said that Cornell is 
any different from any other col­ 
lege—not better and not worse— 
but in these days of conformity, it 
is what some call to the Left of 
Center—a meaningless phrase but 
highly descriptive — that is fash­ 
ionable.

By being frankly what 
he is and carefully avoiding any 
suggestion of impartiality, Morse 
is able to stand on his own feet 
without hypocrisy.

Line-Hogging Conies High 
Beginning June 30. Ohio will have a law sim­ 
ilar to the one that has been enforced against 
a New York party-line subscriber who refused 
to get off the line when her neighbor wanted to 
call the fire department. 
A jury found the subscriber guilty of an of­ 
fense that could put her in jail for a year and 
cause her to pay a S500 fine. While no judge 
would be likely to inflict such severe penalties 
against a citizen who merely had shown bad 
temper and bad judgment, the idea of these 
new party-line laws is to make the possible 
penalty match the offense. 
In New York state, party-line subscribers will 
think twice from now on before they refuse to 
hang up for an emergency. The privilege of 
spurning the rights of their neighbors to show 
the ill will and contempt that sometimes mark 
the relationship of party-line subscribers will 
not be worth a possible year in jail, or a $500 
fine. 
That is the idea—to make party-line subscrib­ 
ers take second thought. That is the idea in 
Ohio. Human decency cannot be legislated into 
existence, but fear of the consequences can 
restrain some kinds of human orneriness.

Attlee told a vici­ 
ously anti-U.S. crowd of Commu­ 
nist Chinese in Shanghai that he 
was for the expansion of trade be­ 
tween Britain and Sovietized China 
—although the Peiping government 
had seized some 90 million dol­ 
lars worth of British property in 
that city.

On Sept. 2 in Hong Kong. Attlee 
told a press conference that during 
18 days in Red China he “did not 
see any overt Russian control’’ and 
that Communist China - tolerates 
the Russians only because it needs 
them. Defying the combined intel­ 
ligence services of the free world, 
Attlee said that the Peiping regime 
has sent Russian technicians home.

Quite apart from its bias against 
Communism, the experiment of 
setting

into circulation books, magazines | 
and pamphlets which are otherwise ( 
buried in the avalanche of m a­ 
terial that comes off the printing j 
presses these days. 
For instance, the congressional 
committees publish their hearings 
and reports which are enormous in 
volume and usually make very dull 
reading. Press digests of these 
hearings and reports are general­ 
ly unsatisfactory because they are 
too condensed. Students 
should 
read the entire document, as bore­ 
some as it may be. 


MANY BOOKS that are publish­ 
ed today are journalistic rather 
than scholarly. They represent an 
instant appraisal of an immediate 
situation. Some of them are out- 
of-print shortly after they are pub­ 
lished, so small is the print-order. 
Some are purchasable in second­ 
hand book stores within a year of 
publication. 
How either the publisher or the 
author makes any money out of 
them has always been a puzzle to 
me, but maybe for the author it is 
a labor of love or pride and for 
the publisher it is something to 
keep the overhead covered. 
Nevertheless, many of these ef­ 
forts contain important data, oth­ 
erwise not readily available. The 
student would not even know about 
them unless they were called to 
his attention or he found them while 
browsing through the printed word 
on an off afternoon. 
It is often a joy to discover a 
document, which one knew existed 
somewhere 
but 
had 
forgotten 
where, in the appendix of such a 
volume. 


FOR SOME REASON, 
printed 
m aterial bound in hard covers is 
more respected than the pamphlet 
or the magazine. But often inval­ 
uable studies appear in pamphlets 
which the author might even pub­ 
lish at his own expense and mail 
out to those who he thinks might 
be sufficiently interested to read it 
and perhaps even write a com­ 
ment. 
Much of this kind of literature 
finds its way into boxes and car­ 
tons to be reclassified or bound 
some day. And the day seems nev­ 
er to come. It would be so much 
more sensible to send it to a li­ 
brary or a reading room such as 
Morse has established, 
so that 
those who want to know can find 
what they search for.

West Alarmed At Reds’ Wooing Of Tito

Something of the alarm which 
has swept Europe since Moscow 
announced that there would be a 
conference “ at the summit” in Bel­ 
grade between 
Bulganin a n d 
K h r ushchev, 
on

expressed in a 
cartoon on the 
front page of 
“ Die Welt,” a

David Lawrence man newspap­ 
er. It shows Marshal Tito in uni­ 
form with the Stars and Stripes as 
an insignia on one shoulder and 
the Hammer and Sickle of Soviet 
Russia on the other, with this cap­ 
tion: “ Will He Wear Them on Both 
Shoulders” 
" There can be no doubt that the 
whole Western alliance has re­ 
ceived 
a 
shock over 
something 
which they should long ago have 
suspected. For in the last year and 
a half the steady campaign car­ 
ried on by Moscow to win Tito 
back to the fold has been revealed 
in a series of moves which were 
minimized in the West but which 
finally bore fruit. It is true that 
Tito has reassured, the Western 
democracies that he has no inten­ 
tion of abandoning his ties with 
them, but what has not yet been 
disclosed is that he may not be 
able to control his own destiny and 
that the break with the West may 
develop anyhow. 


IN BONN, where they know a 
good deal about Yugoslav affairs 
and where they tend to look on the 
situation in the Balkans with a cer­ 
tain detachment now that Austria 
has been neutralized, the. reports 
are 
conflicting 
concerning 
t h e 
origin and purposes of the Bulganin 
mission to Belgrade. 
Yugoslavs 
here insist that there will be no 
discussion about a resumption of 
ideological ties but only about prac­ 
tical problems in the diplomatic 
and economic rein W»is of the two 
governments. Others say that the 
meeting is basically ideological be­ 
cause there has been a steady in­ 
filtration by Moscow Communists 
in Belgrade in recent months, and 
it is pointed out that Walter Ul- 
bright, leader of the Communist 
party in East Germany, soon is to 
make a trip to confer with leaders 
in Belgrade. 
What it all seems to add up to 
is a definite effort on the part of 
Moscow to swing Tito away from 
the West, even though he may not 
allow himself to become a puppet 
of Moscow. So far as the Soviet 
Union is concerned, it may well be 
content with the addition of Yugo­ 
slavia to the neutral belt which 
has been started with the success­ 
ful detachment of Austria from the 
West. Once a bloc of buffer states 
from the Mediterranean to the Bal­ 
tic has been established, the Soviet 
regime can well afford to offer to 
pull back her own troops and insist 
that American troops go home. 


WESTERN EUROPE would then 
be at the mercy of a gigantic land 
arm y of Russians which could be­ 
come supreme, especially if Soviet 
propaganda succeeds in persuad­ 
ing the West to give up atomic 
weapons of mass destruction. 
So the Soviet aim now is to spend 
the next three or four years in 
what looks outwardly like a relaxa­ 
tion of tension but which actually

means a determined effort to win 
by a cold war certain vantage 
points that are necessary for the 
Soviet conquest of Europe in later 
years. On every side here, for ex­ 
ample, leaders in the government 
warn that Soviet Russia is playing 
for the time needed to build eco­ 
nomic strength for arm am ent while 
she seeks disarm am ent of the West 
on atomic weapons and the weak­ 
ening of the Western armies by a 
hoped-for program of neutraliza­ 
tion, to include Germany. 
Behind the scenes in all this is 
the crafty hand of Nehru and his 
stooge. Krishna Menon. It was In­ 
dian diplomacy that brought Tito to 
New Delhi a few weeks ago and 
a trade union delegation of Yugo­ 
slavs to Peiping. After the India 
visit, Tito proclaimed his belief in 
the necessity of admitting Red 
China to the United Nations, and 
his public declarations were com­ 
pletely at variance with what he 
knew to be the policy of the United 
States. 


ANY TRUE FRIEND of the West 
Keys To British Campaign

LONDON 
Success or failure for most Brit­ 
ish candidates depends upon the 
relatively obscure agent in the con­ 
stituency. That agent is a profes­ 
sional 
politician 
and 
is 
proud 
of it. 
The duties of an agent are in­ 
numerable. To perform them well 
requires not only tireless energy 
but tact, resourcefulness, and pre­ 
vious training. He or she — there 
are now a considerable number of 
women agents — must not only 
originate and direct a great num­ 
ber of activities, but keep all with­ 
in the law. And what is equally im­ 
portant, the agent must live with­ 
in the relatively small amount of 
money available and spendable un­ 
der the law. 
To make his task still more dif­ 
ficult he must, between elections, 
devise means of raising that mon­ 
ey, including in some instances 
the funds needed to pay his own 
m eager salary. He is the hero of 
this rather listless campaign. 
To begin with, 
he must op­ 
erate the all-important canvass. In 
most American congressional dis­ 
tricts it is literally impossible to 
make personal contact with all the 
voters, numbering 200,000 to 300.- 
000, In a British constituency, the 
number of potential voters runs 
from 30,000 to 50,000. The ideal is 
to reach every one of these at least 
once and some of them twice. That 
ideal is not always attained, but 
the number canvassed is v e r y 
large. 
The first canvass must begin as 
soon as the candidate has been en­ 
tered or, as it is called in Eng­ 
land, “ adopted.” On the official 
list of eligible voters the canvasser 
checks political preferences, with 
distinctive m arks indicating con­ 
servative, labor, liberal, or doubt­ 
ful. With that done, the main ef­ 
fort is to get out on election day 
the so-called pledged vote for the 
party. Those who indicate that for 
legitimate reasons they cannot get 
to the polling place are helped to 
cast votes by mail. All this work 
is generally done by volunteers re­ 
cruited by the agent. 
The agent must also organize 
publicity — posters, leaflets, and 
the like. He must organize meet­ 
ings and get speakers for them.

would not have picked out unneces­ 
sary issues for a public statement, 
especially when it was known the 
viewpoint would be accepted wide­ 
ly as a criticism of United States 
policy.

owned by friends of the party. 
Between 
elections 
the 
agent 
m ust keep the party alive. He 
serves as agent for the central par­ 
ty authority in London, but he is 
also the secretary of the local as­ 
sociation, which is a citizen party 
group. 
He must maintain contact with 
the member in Parliam ent if his 
party has one, for, just as in the 
United States, there are innumer­ 
able problems which citizens have 
with government. The agent must 
handle a lot of these. In so doing, 
he must have the skills of a pub­ 
licist, a psychologist, a lawyer and 
a businessman. 
In the present campaign the 
agent has the additional difficulty 
of getting volunteer assistants in 
a time of full employment. 
To a large degree the decision 
this year will depend on the per­ 
centage of its own vote that each 
m ajor party gets out. It is what a 
British political writer calls “the 
battle of the turnout.” On that ba­ 
sis, the result should favor the Con­ 
servatives. For theirs is the betr 
ter machine. 
It would be rash to make any 
predictions, either now or in any 
other election. Among the only 
Americans known in Britain who 
predict the future, the names of 
Gallup and Billy Graham stand 
out. And I am not in contact with 
either.

Practice Of Eating 
Dirt Found In Texas 
CHICAGO — They call it geopha- 
gia, and two Dallas, Tex., radiolo­ 
gists say it apparently is 
wide­ 
spread in some areas of northern 
and eastern Texas. 
In plain language, it’s the prac­ 
tice of eating dirt, Drs. R. S. Clay­ 
ton and Paul H. Goodman said. 
They reported it in an issue of Ra­ 
diology 
and 
alerted radiological 
colleagues to watch for X-ray show­ 


ings of such a diet. 
Clayton and Goodman, associated 
with the Southwestern M e d i c a l 
School of the University of Texas 
in Dallas, said they have inter­ 
viewed many patients who eat dirt 
or who have eaten it at some time 
during their lives. 
The craving for dirt is stronger 
with women than with men and is 
believed the result of a deficiency 
of certain essential dietary factors, 
the doctors s a i d . Eating small 
amounts apparently is not injuri­ 
ous, they said. 


Blacksmiths Pound

LAKESIDE, Cahf. — The black­ 
smiths of San Diego County have 
their own ideas on how to raise 
money for crippled children. 
Last January, the smiths got to­ 
gether and held a “ spit and whis­ 
tle” party where people paid to 
hear oldtimers spin yarns about 
the horse a n d buggy days. Un­ 
fortunately the idea netted 
only 
$53.56 for the March of Dimes. 
Each of IO smiths guaranteed to 


shoe three horses apiece at $8 a 
head with the $240 proceeds to go 
to t h e hospital. The horseshoers 
worked b e f o r e ever - changing 
crowds that numbered more than 
500 at times and watchers contrib­ 
uted another $50. 
Between shoeing exhibitions, 35 
crippled children and other more 
fortunate ones took rides on ponies, 
a miniature stage coach, a wagon 
and a surrey. The crippled ones 
rode free; the others paid IO cents 
ieach which went into the fund.

Chamber's Survey 
Shows Paradox For 
Business Conditions 


Apparently primed by dollars 
earned outside the immediate East 
Liverpool area, retail sales con­ 
tinued an upward climb in April 
despite a drop in industrial pay­ 
rolls. 
The paradoxical trends 
w e r e 
shown today in the monthly sum­ 
m ary of conditions issued by the 
Chamber of Commerce, which re­ 
ported gains in 9 of 13 indices last 
month, compared with March. 
Payrolls in l l district factories 
hit $1,232,722 last month, a decline 
of 8.9 per cent from the $1,353,818 
shown in March. However, t h e 
plants paid out $4,853,951 in wages 
in the first four months of 1955, up 
3.5 from the $4,691,012 shown in 
the same period of 1954. 
Sales tax receipts, the barometer 
of retail business, climbed to $55,- 
544 in April, an increase of 5.5 per 
cent from the $52,637 shown in 
March. Showing an even w i d e r 
spread between district earnings 
and spending, sales tax collections 
total $183,450 for the first 
four 
months of 1955, a gain of 19.2 per 
cent over the $153,935 in the same 
period last year. 
The l l factories employed 5,333 
in .ipril, a drop of 0.01 per cent 
fro n the March total of 5,339. Em 
p l o y m e n t has averaged 5,296 
monthly so far in 1955, a gain of 
2.9 per cent over the 5,455 aver 
age shown in the same period of 
1954.

Chisox Charge 
Bauer With 
Dirty Tactics 


By JOE REICHLER 
NEW YORK US—Angry Chicago 
White Sox players, bitter at New 
York’s Hank Bauer for the use of 
what they termed “dirty tactics,” 
threatened t o d a y to retaliate 
against the bruising Yankee out­ 
fielder the next time the teams 
meet. 
Umpire Ed Hurley ruled inter­ 
ference against Bauer for a play 
during Wednesday’s game, which 
the Yankees won 11-6. 
New York, leading 7-6, was at 
bat in the seventh inning. They had 
filled the bases with one out. Andy 
Carey hit a grounder to second 
baseman Nellie Fox, who turned 
to tag Bauer, the base runner from 
first. 
Bauer charged into Fox and sent 
him sprawling. Fox, from a supine 
position, threw to first too late to 
double up Carey as Gil McDougald 
crossed the plate. 
When M anager Marty Marion 
charged out of the White Sox dug­ 
out to protest, Hurley ruled inter­ 
ference on Bauer and sent Mc­ 
Dougald back to third. Bauer was 
called out and the bases remained 
full. 
Marion argued for a double play 
but got nowhere. 
Mickey Mantle then hit a grand­ 
a m homer to put the Yankees 
beyond reach. 
Baseball rule 7.09F seemed to 
uphold Marion. It states; 
“ If any base runner who had 
just been retired hinders or im­ 
pedes any following play being 
made on a runner, such a runner 
should be declared out for the in­ 
terference of his team m ate.” 
Hurley, however, had a different 
version. Reached in the umpires’ 
dressing room after the game, he 
said: 
“Bauer pushed him while Fox 
was in the act of fielding the ball. 
He did not have complete control 
of the ball. That’s why I called 
Bauer out for interference. 
“ If Fox had full possession, I 
would have ruled it a double play.” 
Press box observers were un­ 
animous in the opinion that Fox 
not only had fielded the ball, but 
was in the act of tagging Bauer 
when the husky outfielder came 
barreling into him. 
“Maybe he calls It aggressive 
baseball,” Fox said angrily, “ but 
I call it dirty playing. If he wants 
to play football instead of base­ 
ball I’ll get some football pads 
the next time and we’ll go at it. 
Bauer told it this way: “ Sure 
he had the ball, but he was stand­ 
ing in my way. I’m entitled to the 
baseline. So I hit him with my 
chest.” 
“It’s high time we did some­ 
thing about this guy,” a White Sox 
player said. “In Chicago he nearly 
cut off Chico Carrasquel’s leg, 
sliding in with his spikes high. 
This time he deliberately charged 
into Nellie to break up a sure 
double play. It’s high time our 
pitchers got even by brushing him 
back with a couple of high hard 
ones.”

Johnson Due 
Back Op Stand 
In Fight Probe 


PHILADELPHIA 
UPI — Harold

toughest fights of my career,” was 
due back on the witness stand to­ 
day in a probe of his collapse in 
a nationally televised fight with 
Julio Mederos. 
Johnson was the only witness in 
Wednesday’s session of the investi­ 
gation by the Pennsylvania Stats 
Athletic Commission* into reports 
the 26-year-old Philadelphia Boxer 
had been drugged before the May 
6 fight. 
The Commission 
has 
charged 
Johnson, three of his handlers and 
the m atchm aker with negligence 
in covering up his pre-fight con­ 
dition. 
In a television interview Wed­ 
nesday night, the No. I light heavy­ 
weight contender saicf the investi­ 
gation “ is one of the toughest 
fights of my career and I’ll be 
tickled pink when it’s over.” 
While on the stand Wednesday, 
Johnson identified the picture of a 
former narcotics convict as that 
of a man he saw in his dressing 
room the night of the fight. The 
man was identified for the record 
as Louis Saccaroma, also known 
under the aliases Louis Black and 
Louis Roman. 
Police said he had been arrested 
IO times on narcptics charges and 
that he had been paroled in 1953 
after serving five years for violat­ 
ing the federal drug act. 
In Miami, however, Saccaroma, 
who is one of Mederos’ three 
managers, asserted: 
“ It’s a damn lie. They’re not 
going to make me the goat in this 
thing.” 
He denied he was in Philadelphia 
the night of the fight. He said he 
was in his Miami home watching 
the fight on television. Two of his 
neighbors confirmed his statement. 
Johnson testified that Saccaroma 


was not the stranger who gave 
him an orange before the fight. 
Johnson told police the orange 
tasted bitter and that he believed 
it was the cause of his later slug­ 
gishness. Johnson was unable to 
answer the bell for the third round 
and Mederos was declared the win­ 
ner on a TKO. 
Commission doctors reported that 
medical tests showed Johnson had 
been drugged with a barbiturate 
and they said it was possible the 
drug was administered through the 
orange.

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Latent Washington Guessing Game 
Are Russians Anxious 
For Neutral Belt In Europe? 


By JAMES MARLOW 
] 
WASHINGTON (jn—This is one 
of the latest wonderings in the 
present Washington guessing game 
about the Russians: Are they anx­ 
ious for a belt of neutral nations 
straight down the middle of Eu­ 
rope 
President Eisenhower was asked 
about it at his news conference 
Wednesday. He didn’t add much 
light. He said: “There seems to 
be developing the thought that 
there might be built up a series 
of neutralized states. . .” 
A look at a map of Europe 
shows four nations—Sweden, Ger­ 
many, Austria, Yugoslavia—lying 
in a slanting north-south line west 
of the Russian-dominated coun­ 
tries. 
Two of them—Sweden and Aus­ 
tria—are 
already 
neutral. 
Last 
week Russia let Austria have her 
independence with the guarantee 
she would remain neutral. 
That leaves Germany and Yugo­ 
slavia. 
Yugoslavia was linked with Mos­ 
cow from the end of the war until 
1948 when Marshal Tito broke with 
Stalin. Since Stalin’s death his suc­ 
cessors have tried to woo Tito with 
soft talk. 
Since his split with Stalin, Tito 
has received many millions of dol­ 
lars of economic and military aid 
from the United States. And he 
put Yugoslavia into a military al­ 
liance with Greece and Turkey. 
Both are members of the North 
Atlantic T r e a t y Organization, 
which makes them allies of the 
United States, also in NATO. Yugo­ 
slavia is not an NATO member. 
And Tito insists he is neutral be­ 
tween East and West* 
Last Friday the Russians an­ 
nounced 
Prem ier Bulganin 
and 
Communist party chief Khrushchev 
would go • to Yugoslavia to talk 
with Tito. Why They say just to 
establish normal relations. 
But W a s h i n g t o n wondered: 
Would they try to win back Tito 
so that he was no longer neutral 
but a Russian ally And, if they 
couldn’t do that, would they try 
to get a guarantee of neutrality 
from him 
The Russians, holding East Ger­ 
many since the war, have tried 
by threats, propaganda and ma­ 
neuvering to keep Western Ger­ 
many disarmed and out of NATO. 
Germany isn’t rearm ed yet but 
she has just joined NATO with 
plans to raise 12 divisions. 


Gen. Alfred Gruenther, NATO’s 
supreme commander, has said that 
without the help of Germany’s 
armed forces, he doubts a Rus­ 
sian attack could be stopped. 
But the Russians know the long­ 
ing of the West Germans for unifi­ 
cation with East Germany. On 
May ll Bulganin held out bait to 
the West Germans. He said “unifi­ 
cation’’ was possible if there was 
“ good will.’’ 
Were the Russians going to offer 
reunification with this price tag: 
that a unified Germany would 
agree to remain 
unarmed 
and 
neutral and, therefore, not a mem­ 
ber of NATO? Maybe. 
If the Russians could keep Ger­ 
many neutralized it would be, in 
case of war, * the equivalent of a 
great military victory. The Rus­ 
sians may hope that, with the hope 
of unification, the Germans will 
not raise forces for NATO.

On Income Tax 
Evasion Charges 
LOS ANGELES 
UFI — Welbum 
Mayock, former general counsel 
of the Democratic National Com­ 
mittee, has been cleared by a fed­ 
eral grand jury in connection with 
a complaint alleging evasion of in­ 
come taxes. 
U.S. Atty. Laughlin E. Waters 
said the complaint, issued last 
April 4, will be dismissed. 
Mayock. a Washington and Los 
Angeles attorney, signed a waiver 
of immunity and appeared volun­ 
tarily before the grand jury to 
deny that he evaded $25,716 in 
taxes due on income of himself 
and his wife for 1948. 
Mayock told newsmen the gov­ 
ernment was “ persecuting” him 
and said the case stemmed from 
a payment of $65,000 before tile 
1952 presidential campaign by New 
York financier William S. Lasdon. 
He said $30,000 of this sum went 
to the Democratic national cam­ 
paign fund and he and two other 
men divided the remainder as 
fees for some income tax work 
they did for Lasdon.

a bundle nearly two years ago. 
Why, it seems only yesterday 
that I held her to my shoulder to 
burp her. So soft and frail and 
helpless she felt then, so utterly 
dependent, that I was afraid she’d 
bend and break. 
What happens to a baby? Where 
do they vanish so swiftly?

Army Urges 
Cities Not To 
Fear dikes’ 


Gen. Hendrix Says 
Deadly Missiles Are 
Safe As Gas Stations 


WASHINGTON Wt-The Army, 
embarked on a billion-dollar pro­ 
gram of building Nike sites, is 
seeking to reassure communities 
nervous over close-by installaton 
of the deadly antaircraft missiles. 
Partly for this purpose, the Army 
took newsmen to a new Nike site 
at Lorton. Va., part of the anti­ 
aircraft defenses of the capital, 
about 16 miles to the north. 
Maj. Gen. Gilman C. Mudgett, 
chief of Army information, told \he 
newsmen the Nike “is being literal­ 
ly installed in the back yards of 
householders all over the nation.” 
And Brig. Gen. R. R. Hendrix, 
commander of the Washington- 
Baltimore Nike defense area, said 
this “has touched off some knotty 
problems.” 
“As you may know,” he said, 
“ Army engineers have met with 
some strong resistance during the 
process of acquiring r e a l estate 
for Nike sites. Some local com­ 
munities have not been at all in 
sympathy with our program, par­ 
ticularly in land matters or in the 
stationing of troops in residential 
areas.” 
Hendrix contended a Nike site 
“is not dangerous, but as safe as 
a gas station; as important to 
security and as much a part of the 
local community as the police and 
fire departments.” 
(There was no mention at the 
news conference of an incident a 
month ago when a Nike missile at 
Ft. Meade, Md., was fired ac­ 
cidentally, falling onto a usually 
heavily traveled highway but with­ 
out injury or damage to passers- 
by). 
The Nike battery at Lorton is 
typical of others built or b e i n g 
built at more than 15 cities. Eventr 
ually, Hendrix said, the Nike sys­ 
tem will be extended to “all our 
large industrial 
and population 
centers.” 
Army spokesmen said land and 
construction for a Nike site costs, 
on an average, about one million 
dollars. The weapons themselves 
cost between $20,000 and $25,000 
each. Army officials estimate the 
entire program will take several 
years to complete and will cost 
upwards of one billion dollars. 
The Lorton site is an under­ 
ground installation which, when 
completed, will have 12 launchers 
and 24-foot-deep concrete caverns 
to house the missiles. 
In a “dry-run” demonstration, 
newsmen saw the white, pencil­ 
shaped Nikes (each weighs a ton, 
is 20 feet long and one foot thick) 
whisked up from underground, 
shoved onto launching racks and 
pointed skyward, ready for firing. 
The general said the Nike “is 
capable of outmaneuvering and de­ 
stroying any type aircraft present­ 
ly known and foreseeaUe for the 
immediate future.”

“I have wronged the girl ter­ 
ribly,” said James Webb, who 
slipped away IO weeks ago with 
Susan Dymoke, 23-year-old daugh­ 
ter of one of Britain’s oldest fam­ 
ilies. The two told friends they 
planned to wed. 
“I have deceived her and her 
family into thinking I was free to 
marry her,” Webb told newsmen, 
“but I am not.” 
Mrs. Mary Webb, 46. an Ashford. 
England, riding instructor, pro­ 
duced a wedding certificate Wed­ 
nesday showing she had married 
the farmhand Nov. 16, 1937. She 
said her husband had left her and 
their two sons .more than a year 
ago. 
Police said they had “no further 
interest in the matter at this 
stage.” 
Webb, who looks younger than 
his years, said he had “taken Su­ 
san away to friends who will look 
after her. I can tell you she is not 
going back to her family.” He met 


the girl when he was hired to milk 
cows on the Dymokes’ ancestral 
estate near Grantham. 
Susan’s 29-year-old brother Capt. 
John Dymoke holds the title of 
“Queen’s Champion,” an honor 
which has been in his family since 
medieval days, and carried the 
royal standard at the coronation of 
Queen Elizabeth II in 1953. 
Susan’s mother Mrs. Lionel Dy­ 
moke tearfully told reporters: 
“My daughter’s life has been 
ruined.”

Woman Educator 
Dies In Florida 
DAYTONA BEACH, Fla. WI—Dr. 
Mary McLeod Bethune, 79, who 
rose from a plantation background 
to found Bethune-Cookman College 
here and become one of the best 
known Negro women of her time, 
died Wednesday night of a heart 
attack. 
Although in semiretirement and 
ill health for years, she remained 
active until the end. She spent her 
last day at her desk, went home 
for the evening and collapsed. 
She 
headed 
Bethune-Cookman 
College from its foundation in 1904 
to 1942, when she became presi­ 
dent emeritus. 
She gained new national promi­ 
nence in 
1936 when President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt made her 
director of the Division of Negro 
Affairs in the National Youth Ad­ 
ministration and his special ad­ 
viser on minority affairs.

AUSTIN, Tex. (J)—Sen. Kilmer 
Corbin of Lubbock pooh-poohed his 
national filibuster record today hut 
said he thought he had achieved 
his purpose. 
That purpose, Corbin said at the 
end of his 28 - hour, 15 - minute 
speaking effort Wednesday, was to 
make Texans aware of what he 
considers a poor plan for financing 
water conservation. 
The old filibuster record was 28 
hours, 6 minutes, set by Senator 
Wayne Wagdhseller of B o w i e 
March 31. 
Despite extreme weariness, Cor­ 
bin planned to be on hand for to­ 
day’s session in case the target of 
his wrath came to a vote. 
The measure — drafted by a 
joint conference committee after 
House and Senate passed conflict­ 
ing bills—calls for a 100-million- 
dollar bond program under which 
the state would guarantee up to 50 
per cent of the cost of local water 
projects. 
The conference report calls for 
a statewide property tax of 3 cents 
per $100 valuation to guarantee the 
bonds, with a six-man appointive 
board to administer the bond pro­ 
gram. 
Corbin r i d i c u l e d proponents’ 
claims that this is the key measure 
in plans for a long-range water 
conservation program. 
Sen. William T. Moore of Bry­ 
an, who helped with long questions 
in the final hours of the filibuster, 
tried to pin a gold medal on the 
new champion’s chest.

Corbin 
shoved Moore away and angrily 
shouted: “This is not a laughing 
matter.” 
Moore said he hadn’t meant to 
ruffle Corbin.
